Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-33 are allowed, 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-33. 

Claims 1-19 are allowed for the reasons as set forth in applicant's response filed on 8/27/024. 

With respect to claim 20, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that a memory 
storing a plurality of received services and associated attributes; a candidate selector selecting as a 
candidate selection set, at least one of the plurality of received services; and a service selector selecting 
at least one desired service from the candidate selection set; wherein an attribute of each of the received 
services in the candidate selection set corresponds to the desired service attribute. 

With respect to claim 27, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious that storing a 
plurality of received services and associated attributes; selecting a candidate selection set of at least one 
of the stored plurality of received services; and selecting at least one desired service from the candidate 
selection set; wherein an attribute of each of the received services in the candidate selection set 
corresponds to the desired service attribute.
